station were explained by Sir Wil- 
liam Hardy at a meeting in the Uni- 
versity Arms Hotel, after which un- 
dergraduates entertained us to a mu- 
sical programme 

The itinerary for the following day 
provided for a visit to one of the 
most remarkable concerns in Us 
world, Chivers & Sons, Ltd., of His- 
ton.

at the last Royal Show of England,

ed among the awards won by Chiy- 
ers at the 1925 and 1926 Royal 
Shows. They have been no less sue- 
cessful with their Yorkshires and 
Middle Whites in winning champion- 
ship awards.

It was our pleasure to spend half 
a day inspecting as much of the farms 
and orchards as could be covered in 
that time, Among the animals we saw 
was Histon Wild Queen, champion of 


the Royal Show, whose average milk 
yield with her first five calves was 
11,964 Ibs The Histon Dairy Short- 
horn herd is « genuinely dual pur- 
pose herd Many of the cows ex- 
ceed 1,000 gallons annually, There 


fs also a Lincoln Red shorthorn hera 
of 150 females. Their Yorkshires and 
Middle Whites are the most outstand- 
ing to be found anywhere and it was 
an inspiration to see the remarkable 
size, smoothness and finish of these 
animals, 

ut famous as the concern is as a 
farming organization, it is the com- 
bination of farming, manufacturing 
und marketing which makes this firm 
unique. From Chivers factory a

in efficiency. The pans in which the 
fruit is boiled are lined with silver.

moving. Not @ moment is lost. yet 
there is no hurry, while the workers 
were evidently contented and happy, 
thanks to the personal intercst that 
is taken in their welfare and the in- 
stitution of co-partnership and protit- 
sharing. What a contrast from the 
lite barn, still standing, in which 
the first boiling was made. 

Before leaving we were enterlained 
to tea in the company's dining hall, 
when Mr. J. R. Chivers and Mr. W. 
8. Chivers told us something of the 
history of their famous firm and pre. 
sented every one of us wiia two ny 
jars of jam, exactly like those which 
were specially made for the Queen's 
Doll's House, exhibited at the great 
Wembtey Exhibition, in 1924, These 
little jars of jam are the smallest in 
the world. 

No finer lesson in the marketing of 
farm products, and for that matter 
in the grewing of them, could have 
been given to a party of farmers o1 
more pleasure afforded us in_ the 
learning of it.

Explanations and Comments 


Trouble-Makers From Jerusalem, 
verse 1. Jewish synagogues were 
composed of Jews and proselytes, the 
latter being Gentiles who had receiv- 
ed the Jewish rite of circumcision. 
Other Gentiles who attended the 
synagogue services were cal'ed ‘‘God- 
fearing” or “devout,” but were not in 
“full fellowship” with the rest be- 
cause they had not been circumcised. 
We have seen how Paul and Barna 


bas preached to the Gentiles and 
founded churches among them at 
Pisidian, Antioch, Lystra, Iconium 
and Derbe on his first missionary 


journey, and how he reported to the 
church at Antioch of Syria, the 
chureh which had sent them on their 
mission, that “God had opened a door 
of faith unto the Gentiles.” The 
church at Antioch, itself composed 
largely of Gentiles, rejoiced over the 
good news, and did not realize the 
far-reaching effect of this new depar- 
ture. When the report reached the 
church at Jerusalem, however, it was 
not so welcome. In fact, it aroused 
violent opposition. “Certain mem- 
bers” of that church, upon their own 
responsibility, went from Jerusalem 
to Antioch and declared there that 
Gentiles must first become Jewish 
proselytes before they could become 
Christians must be “circumcised atf- 
the custom of Moses" in order to be 
“saved,” 

For their stand there is much to 
be said. The rite had been observed 
since the days of Abraham, and no 
law abrogating it had been voiced, 
Who had authority to declare it un- 


necessury’? What right had Paul to 
adopt fis revolutionary procedure 
and say that “Circumcision is noth- 


ing and uncircumcision is nothing?” 
aul had the right of a revelation 
from God, a revelation shown, not by 
Vision nor by word of prophet, but by 
results which proved God's will and 
purpose, God had borne the Gentiles 
witness, giving them the Holy Spirit 
even as He did unto the Jews; and he 
had made no distinction between Jews 
and Gentiles, cleansir their hearts 


by faith God's will shown in THis 
ways with men as well as through 
His words to men.
